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SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Tn presenting this Report, your Superintending School Committee 
request attention to the statistics of the Tabular Review embodied 
therein. This table presents the names and residences of the teachers 
employed, the whole attendance upon the different schools from the 
respective districts, and the average forthe year. A colu: of figures is 
a dry matter, save where dollars are in the issue. Where i. se are they 
seldom fail to secure attention. But here the cultivation of mind and 
heart are in the issue. Beside these money is of no value. 

Miss H. W. Heath and Miss L. M. Burroughs are both successful 
teachers. | 

Miss Laura A. Clough possesses the power to control children. Sing- 
ing was a pleasant exercise of her school. 

Miss Doe ranks among the best of our teachers. 

Miss L. J. Wheeler, Misses Colby, Dunklee, M. E. Holmes, M. C. Heath 
and Mr. Brown, were all new to the work, but successful in its perform- 
ance. Miss Wheeler will, as we believe, secure a high reputation in this 
profession. In her Register, she gives the scholars of District No. 12, 
great. credit for their efficient cooperation in her efforts for their good. 

Mr. Brown needs a large school to tax his abilities, and in such an one 
would be at home—the master of his work, and delighting in it. 

Misses Ball and Walker, though unlike in their character and methods, 
both alike secure the results for which they labor. Miss Ball isa disci- 
plinarian, kind, but capable of being severe. Miss Walker, like Miss 
Burroughs, rules by kindness, which is the true woman developed. 

Miss Smith secured the approbation of those for whom she lobored. 

Mr. Hammond, Misses C..liss, Luthera A. Clough and 8. F. Holmes, 
are known by their former efforts as good, acceptable teachers. Misses 
Sanborn and Foster we believe to be worthy of like praise. 

And last to be mentioned, though not less worthy of praise than any 
other, is Miss G, F. Austin, of Hooksett. The district that secures her 
services for the ensuing year will make a good selection. This brief 
detalied survey clearly indicates the judgment of your Committee. We 
doubt whetker other towns could show those of a better average. The 


. 
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schools were not faultless, neither were the teachers models of perfection, 
but they proved themselves to be ready, active and efficient. They pos- 
sess both tact and talent. There is room it is true, for improvement. 
The best of men, and the wisest, have an infinity before them. When 
one feels that he is perfect, he might as well be dead. His usefulness 
and his success are dead. What remains is a ruined hulk, wasting away 
like a stranded wreck. : 

How the teachers employed could so patiently devote themselves to 
their tasks, with so little to labor for, whether we regard their wages, or 
the number they directly served, is more than we can tell. Surely 
their hearts must have been in the work, or the care of from six to twenty 
scholars in a primary school would soon become an irksome task. ‘The 
difficulty lies in the compelling of an active mind to be busy in the 
doing of so little. | 

It is in this fact, that the greatest hinderance to success in our schools 
is found. The teacher tires of his or of her work, and honestly thinks 
that they have no taste or tact therefor. The truth is, the field of their 
labor cramps their abilities. It is much like encasing a man in a coat of 
iron, and then requiring him to cut wood or pick stones. It is not the 
work, which hinders efficient labor, but the nature of his garment. 

The average attendance of our schools will not exceed ten. It should 
be thirty at the least, to meet the necessity of teachers, or the good of 
scholars. The scholar needs a healthy stimulant, and the large well 
trained class affords it. The class also makes demands upon the teacher, 
and hence becomes a spur to his or her ambition. School hours carry 
with them a pleasurable excitement, and study and instruction become 
ahappiness. Where and when this is so, success is sure. 

To accomplish this end, some plan must be devised to break up our 
present arrangement of school districts. The most feasible of all, that 
we can devise, is to redistrict the town. This plan, too, will cost the town 
less than any other that will give an equal degree of satisfaction. 
Something must be done, and that soon, or we shail be absolutely with- 
out places to shelter those who gather for the purpose of instruction. 
New school-houses must take the place of all old ones. How many shall 
we build? and what positions shall they occupy? These are questions of 
vital importance. Schools we must have. Life without knowledge is 
death. Ignorance is the mother of superstition and the destruction of 
commonwealths. There is atidein human affairs. In regard to Common 
Schools, itis uponus. Itis time toact; to act with prudence no Jess than 
with promptness ; to act with a far-sighted wisdom, which provides for 
the future interests of the town, no less than for its present credit. 
Public spirit, rightly directed, is economy. Eight or nine good school- 
rooms, properly located, would improve the real estate value of the town 
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above the cost of their construction. Regard to expense would lead to 
the pursuit of the plan proposed. Adopting this plan, each district, with 
greater means at disposal, secured without an increase of taxation, would 
be able to secure first class teachers, and at the same time prolong their 
schools much beyond the present length of our school terms. They now 
average less than sixteen weeks, eight tothe term for the year. The 
present, as before said, is the time for deliberate, but energetic action. 
Eleven of the fourteen districts now need new houses, and must soon 
secure such. Let the town act, and these will know their fate, whether 
they are to keep up the old machine with all its multiplied agencies, 
when one half the hands could run a new one with better success, doing 
a third more work, or whether a new shall be inaugurated.
